Two things I would probably do different next time: Change the 40 
meter frequency to near 7075 rather than 7175 (in the phone band), 
and maybe cut down the 2nd period transmission time to just a 
minute or two. If possible, please let me know how long it took you 
to find me. 


>From my end, everything went pretty well. Power out was 800 watts from 
the old Johnson Desk KW, as measured on the RF ammeter. Antennas for 

80 and 40 were half slopers off the 40 foot tower. Not knowing what 
direction 20 would be open to, I opted not to use the beam for 20 

and instead used an inverted V to give a more non-directional pattern. 
This antenna is actually a 1/2 wave for 17 meters, fed with 600 ohm 
line. For some reason there was plenty of RF in the shack - to the 
point of it getting into the PTT circuit of my old Kenwood 450 FM rig 
and making it transmit! 


Actual xmit freqs were decided on at the very last minute to avoid 
QRM. I must have bothered someone during the first run on 20 meters 
as when I finished, he sent "LID" in cw.

When I try to peak the exciter knob 
it seems that the "clutch" is slipping. If I try to turn the large/normal 
knob slowly to peak, the small pointer (and the rack of slugs) doesn't move. 
But if I turn the large knob a little faster, it seems to "grab" and tune 
normally. Can anyone explain, before I start disassembly, what the gear 
reduction/clutching mechanism is between the inner and outer shaft. It had 
been working fine, just started slipping a few days ago and rapidly got worse.

I have only had one claim against UPS out of over one hundred received 
shipments. The damaged item was a mint <before> CE100V. UPS dropped it on 
the front panel side. The transmitter was packed in a custom-made foam rubber 
wrapper which was inside a heavy cardboard container. The idiot that packed 
it neglected to bolt the chassis in the cabinet. When it hit the floor, the 
heavy chassis had room to accelerate towards the front of the cabinet before 
it started compressing the soft foam rubber (very poor packing material). 

The foam rubber was no match for the mass of the 100V. The unit came to rest 
on the item that stuck out the farthest on the front panel, the VFO knob. It 
shattered, along with the bearing race, as the front panel became ever so 
concave. 


The 20-some year old female UPS sent to handle the claim appeared to be new 

at the game. Lady Luck was with me, for I convinced her that the box was more 
than adequate for the task, not mentioning the unbolted chassis. It was 
insured for $400. Since "I would probably have to buy another unit to get 
parts to fix this one", she gave me a $300 settlement AND I got to keep the 
100V, later finding replacement parts for under $50. 


The moral of the story - 
1. Insure something for what it's worth or more. It's cheap. 


2. Keep the box and packing intact until you have determined the goods are 
undamaged. 


3. Do not let the person you are buying from determine how something gets 
packed and shipped. You are the customer. Dictate how you want it 
protected. Be specific. We all have heard what works and what doesn't.
